TWO • FAMILIES 
WIPED 
OUT 


Now York, Nov. 21.—Smothered be- 
fore they could reach the rear 
fire 
escape In a burning tenement build- 
ing at 1S6 Troutman street, in the Wil- 
liamsburg district of Brooklyn. 12 per- 
sons met death. Two entire families, 
those of I^laranio Triolo and Charles 
Polognio. are wiped out. the last living 
member of each being"now In a hospi- 
tal, with no hope of their recovery. 
They are Charles Polognio. 33 years 
old, ^nd Tony Triolo. 13 years old, 
both of whom are terribly burned. Al- 
though, in the opinion of the coroner, 
all the dead were suffocated, the bodies 
were badly burned before they could 
be taken from the ruins by the fire- 
men. 


The fire is supposed to have started 
in the cellar .of the gi'ocery store of 
Antonio Giarabalvos, on the 
ground 
floor. The cellar was stored with in- 
flammable 
material, and • the 
flames 
spread v/ith lightning-like rapidity. All 
the occupants were asleep at the time, 
and there was considerable delay in 
sending in the first alarm. 
The Giam- 
balvos family lived in the rear of the 
store and succeeded in getting out of 
the building, but before the occupants 
on the two other floors were roused 
their escape had been cut off. 


Before the firemen arrived the fire 
had communicated 
to the adjoining 
tenement, but here the occupants had 
sufllcient warning and all of them es- 
caped. 


All the bodies v/ere found in the rear 
room of the third floor, and it was evi- 
dent that all had been suifocated in 
their effort to reach the fire escape at 
the back of the building. 
The two 
who were rescued were found in the 
lower hallway soon after the 
firemen 
reached the scene. Working their way 
through the building, the rescuers dis- 
covered the heap of dead on the third 
floor. 


In his intervals of consciousness Po- 
lognio cries for his wife and childreu, 
but the physicians fear the knowledge 
of their death will kill him and have 
not told him of their fate.

Nov. 22.—The British 
Bhip Aros Castle, Captain Day, 57 days 
out from Java, with a cargo of sugar, 
arrived at this port and reported the 
probable foundering on November 15 
of the Spanish bark Tafalla. with her 
crew of 15 men, during

wait for daylight, In the meantime the 
flare lights weré kept burning to ca- 
courage the crew on the unknown ves- ^ 
sel. 
After 
daybreaJc It was learned 
that the distressed vessel was the Ta- 
falla, 995 tons. Captain S. Roig, with 
a cargo of pitch pine from Brunswick, 
Ga., for Valencia. The storm was so 
great that no small boat could be sent 
to the assistance of the Tafalla, and 
Captain Roig hoisted the following sig- 
nal; 


"Leaking six inches an hour. Main 
pump broken and smaller pump 
is 
clogged, Men worn out." 


Captain Day signalled that he would 
lay by until the storm abated. Toward 
noon, however, the 
captain of

British steamer decided to shoot a line 
to the bark, which he succeeded in do- 
ing after steaming his vessel danger- 
ously close to the bark. A hawser was 
fastened to the bark, and slow pro- 
gress was made in the turbulent sea.

and the rockets and flare lights were 
kept going, ,After 4 o'clock Tuesday 
morning the crew of the Aros Castle 
saw no more rockets and all

darkness. When daylight came not a 
sign of the Spanish bark could be seen 
on the ocean, and it is the belief of the

ripped open by the tremendous waves 
and went down

‘‘The health of the troops is excel­ 
lent The Russians admire the cleanli­ 
ness, perfect order and equipment of 
the Japanese. One does not see any 
trace of race hatred. It is a fact that 
the Japanese return through French 
intermediation all valuables found on 
dead Russians. This has made a deep 
Impression here and is reciprocated. 


Russians Evacuate Da Pass. 
Mukden, Nov. 22.—The Russian de­ 
tachments occupying Da Pass have re­ 
tired before the Japanese column, 1000 
strong. The Japanese are reported to 
be advancing towards Sintsintin. 


Japs Capture Blockade Runner. 
Tokio, Nov. 22.—The navy depart­ 
ment reports the cg^pture of the Ger­ 
man steamer Batelan while attempt­ 
ing to run the Port Arthur blockade. 
The department says that at 3 a. m. 
on November 19 a Japanese squadron 
cruising off Yentao sighted a vessel 
steaming for Port Arthur. The gun­ 
boat Tatsuta pursued and overtook the 
steamer at 5 o'clock in the morning. 
On board of the vessel was found a 
great 
quantity of winter 
clothing, 
blankets, medicine and corned meats. 
Her captain said he was bound for 
Newchwang. The route and cargo of 
tho Batelan were considered to be sus­ 
picious, and she was taken possession 
of and brought to Sasebo. 


CAN HOLD OUT SEVERAL MONTHS 


Stoeesel Certain He Can Defend Port 
Arthur Until Fleet Arrives. 
St. Petersburg, Nov. 19. — General 
Stoessel has telegraphed to Emperor 
Nicholas that Port Arthur can hold 
out several months. 


Needs Munitions and Stores. 
London, Nov. 19.—The Daily Mail’s 
S t Petersburg correspondent says that 
Lieutenant General Stoessel's report 
expresses a firm conviction that he 
will be able to hold out at Port Arthur 
until the Baltic squadron arrives in 
March, on the condition that he is sup­ 
plied with munitions and stores. The 
government, the correspondent adds, 
has instructed its agents abroad to 
supply Lieutenant General StoesseVs 
requirements at any cost 


Fighting Every Night. 
Chefoo, Nov. 18.—Fighting at Port 
Arthur has taken place nightly since 
the Japanese began their general as* 
sault on October 26, according to Cap­ 
tain Ronberg, a pilot, who was a pas­ 
senger on the Russian torpedo boat 
destroyer Rastoropny. 
The Japanese trenches, tbe captain 
says, are closest to the forts on Rih- 
lung and Keekwan mountains and to 
other forts on the northeastern group. 
The sharpshooters of both sides oc­ 
cupying the pits converse with each 
other and frequently make individual 
truces in order to borrow cigarettes or 
to relieve their cramped limbs. 
The Japanese are displaying great 
energy in the construction of trencher 
and the mounting of guns All the rail* 
road steamers belonging to the Rus­ 
sians, except the steel screw transport 
Amur, have been sunk by Jappiese 
shells 
The hospital ship Angara, formerly 
a transport, has been sunk in shallow 
water. The patients are still on board 
the ship and are comfortable. 
The Japanese shells directed against 
tte harbor are Iked with remarkable 
aocuracy. 


Circus Robbed of $30,000. 
Norfolk, Va., Nov. 21.—While

route on a fiat car between Greenville 
and Tarboro, N. 0., the ticket -wagon 
of the Forepaugh and Sells Bros, cir­ 
cus was entered and robbed of ?30,000. 
The entrance to the wagon was ef­ 
fected by the use of the ;’egular keys, 
which had been stolen from the treas­ 
urer of the circus.

TWELVE DEAD IN 
TENEMENT FIRE 


Smothered Before They Oould Reach 
Fire Escapo on Building. 


IWO' FAMILIES 
WIPED 
OUT 


New York, Nov. 21.-^Smothered be-* 
fore they could reach the rear fire 
escape in a burning tenement build­ 
ing at 1S6 Troutman street, in the Wil­ 
liamsburg district of Brooklyn, 12 per­ 
sons met death. Two entire families, 
those of îilaranio Triolo and Charle«? 
Polognio, are wiped out, the last living 
member of each being'Tiiow in a hospi­ 
tal, with no hope of their recovery. 
They are Charles Polognio, 33 years 
old, ând Tony Triolo, 13 years old, 
both of whom are terribly l)urned. Al­ 
though, in the opinion of the coroner, 
all the dead were suffocated, the bodies 
were badly burned before they could 
be taken from the ruins by the fire­ 
men. 
The fire is supposed to have started 
in the cellar .of the gi'ocery store of 
Antonio Giambalvos, on the ground 
floor. The cellar was stored with in­ 
flammable 
material, and ■ the flames 
spread v/ith lightning-like rapidity. All 
the occupants were asleep at the time, 
and there was considerable delay in 
sending in the first alarm. The Giam­ 
balvos family lived in the rear of the 
store and succeeded in getting out of 
the building, but before the occupants 
on the two other floors were roused 
their escape had been cut off. 
Before the firemen arrived the fire 
had communicated to the adjoining 
tenement, but here the occupants had 
sufilcient warning and all of them es­ 
caped. 
All the bodies v/ere found in the rear 
room of the third floor, and it was evl-^ 
dent that all had been suiîocated in 
their effort to reach the flre escape at 
the back of the building. 
The two 
who were rescued were found in the 
lower hallway soon after the firemen 
reached the scene. Working their way 
through the building, the rescuers dis­ 
covered the heap of dead on the third 
floor. 
In his intervals of consciousness Po­ 
lognio cries for his wife and children, 
but the physicians fear the knowledge 
of their death will kill him and have 
not told him of their fate. 
In their investigation as to the or­ 
igin of the fire the police have been 
unable to obtain a statement of an>* 
kind from neighboring tenants. It was 
with 
great 
difliculty' that even the 
names of the victims could be secured. 
The dead are: The mother and two 
Bmall children of the Polognio family, 
Maranio Triolo, his wife and three 
children, Marie Ambrosio and her .18- 
year-old daughter, Mary Galigoni, IS 
years old, and Lonaria Grosseppi, 30 
years old. 


TWO MEN FATALLY BURNED 


Gasoline Explosion Caused Fire That 
Threatened to Destroy Town- 
Lancaster, Pa., Nov. 19.—Two men 
are perhaps fatally injured and the 
Walker & Eby business block totally 
destroyed as the result of a fire which 
threatened destruction to the town of 
Gap, on the Pennsylvania Railroad, 17 
miles from this city. The flames broke 
out in the hardv/are store of George T. 
Sellers, supposedly from the explosion 
of a gasoline tank. Joshua Hershey 
and Benjamin Sellers, clerks in the 
hardv/are establishment, were nearthi^ 
tank, and the burning fluid was thrown 
upon them, inflicting terrible burns» 
They have been taken to the Pennsyl­ 
vania Hospital, Philadelphia. 
The Walker & Eby property is a 
large three-story brick structure, oc­ 
cupied by a half dozen tenants. The 
flames were spread rapidly by a high 
wind. 
A message for assistance was 
sent to this city, and a fire company 
was hurried to the scene of the con­ 
flagration on .a special train. 
Four 
hours later the flames were under coni* 
trol. The loss will exceed f50,000. The 
principal losers, besides Mr. Sellers, 
are the Gap National Bank, the Gap 
Academy and the Gap Social Club.

BARK AND CREW 
LOST IN STORM 


Philadol'phia, Nov. 22.—The British 
ship Aros Castle, Captain Day, 57 days 
out from Java, with a cargo of sugar, 
arrived at this port and reported the 
probable foundering on November 15 
of the Spanish bark Tafalla, with her 
crew of 15 men, during 
the 
recent 
southern storm. The steamer stood by 
the sinking bark for two dayii, and ou 
the second night the Spanish vessel 
disappeared. The condition of the Ta­ 
falla v/hen the crew of the Aros Castle 
last saw the vessel was such as to lead 
them to believe that the bark went 
down during the night. 
Captain Day reported that shortly 
before daybreak on Sunday, November 
i4, during a terrific gale, rockets were 
sighted about 220 miles east of tho 
Bermudas. The rockets were answered 
by flare ligts frbm the Aros Castle, 
and the steamer’s course was changed 
in the direction of the rockets. 
The 
sea was running so high 
that 
the 
steamer could not safely go near the 
distressed vessel, and she lay by to 
wait for daylight In the meantime the 
flare lights wer^ kept burning to ca- 
courage the crew on the unknown ves­ 
sel. 
After 
daybreaJc it was learned 
that the distressed vessel was the Ta­ 
falla, 995 tons. Captain S. Roig, with 
a cargo of pitch pine from Brunswick, 
Ga„ for Valencia. The storm was so 
great that no small boat could be sent 
to the assistance of the Tafalla, and 
Captain Roig hoisted the following sig­ 
nal; 
“Leaking six inches an hour. Main 
pump broken and smaller pump is 
clogged, Men worn out."' 
Captain Day signalled that he would 
lay by until the storm abated. Toward 
noon, however, the 
captain of 
tho 
British steamer decided to shoot a line 
to the bark, which he succeeded in do­ 
ing after steaming his vessel danger­ 
ously close to the bark. A hawser was 
fastened to the bark, and slow pro­ 
gress was made in the turbulent sea. 
Late in the afternoon 
the 
hawser 
snapped, and the Spanish vessel again 
drifted helplessly, v/ith water gaining 
in the hold. Night came, and Captain 
Day decided to stand by until morn­ 
ing. During the night the storm did 
not abate, and Captain Roig continued 
to send up rockets and Captain Day to 
burn flare lights so that they would 
not become separated. 
With daylight on Monday it was 
seen that the bark was lower in the 
water, but the British crew could do 
nothing until the sea became calmer, 
because the only hawser on the vessel 
was the one that had broken, Monday 
night the vessels v/ere still together, 
and the rockets and flare lights were 
kept going, .After 4 o’clock Tuesday 
morning the crew of the Aros Castle 
saw no more rockets and all was 
darkne.ss. When daylight came not a 
sign of the Spanish bark could be seen 
on the ocean, and it is the belief of the 
British 
crew 
that the vessel was 
ripped open by the tremendous waves 
and went down 
with all 
hands on 
board. The fury of the storm was so 
great Captain Day reports, that no 
small boat could have safely rode the 
waves. The Aros Castle for half a day 
steamed in all directions in tho hope 
of finding some trace of the vessel, but 
saw nothing.

Expense, labor, time—all 
the costly factors iji such undertak- 
ings, loomed up, and thougli bright 
eyes sparkled and ciieeks glowed at 
the thougiit, the young people sadly 
shook tlieir heads, fearing the under- 
taking beyond their ability. 
I hud. 
however, planned tiie matter in my 
own mind, and having faith that we 
would not bo left to our own resources 
jn the matter. 1 laid bare my plans, 
and iinally, by vote, committed the so- 
ciety to tiie undertaking. 


The first thing we did was to dele- 
gate a person to go to the village mil- 
ler to secure 200 eight-pound paper 
bags, instructing him to make known 
to him, in detail our plans and pur- 
pose. 
The miller became interested 
immediately, and when the pay for the 
bags was tendered, lie refused to ac- 
cept it, saying: 
no! I Avant a 
share in your work, and if T were a 
young person I think I would want to 
associate myself with a society such as 
yours." 
Next I wont to the pnblislier 
of the village newspaper and asked him 
to print for us 200 slips of paper like 
this: 


Some of tJiem were estimated as worth 
not loss than $3.

anges, bananas, apples, nmlaga grapes,

These bags were carefully carried to 
(he county house by a committee on 
Thanksgiving morning, and with the 
aid of the keeper, his wife, and the do- 
mestics.

I'^irst. the bags Avere place<l upon a 
large table and the contentii assorted 
into baskets, pails and tubs. 
There 
were bushels of oranges and apples, 
more tlian a bushel of bananas, palls 
of grapes, nuts and candies and otiier 
things. 
Then 200 plates were spread 
along the sides of the iong corridor of 
the hall, and one article from each was 
placed upon each plate, till the plates 
were heaping lifgh and lusciously beau- 
tiful. 
Yet one-third only of the con- 
tribution had found place. 


One hundred of these plates wore 
taken into the dining hall of the insti- 
tution, placed upon the tables, and 
then the aged inmates to the same 
number were invited to be sealed. The 
members of the committee were then 


parture, feeling that in addition to the 
blessedness of having remembered the 
poor, we had established a red-letter 
day In the history of the insUtutlon.

The clever housewife needs no tell­ 
ing how’' to cook the turkty when a 
nice bird has once been secured and 
how to garnish the centre piece with 
appropriate flyings. 
One hint only, therefore, to her In 
regard to the dining-room and table, 
w’hich may be given a touch of color 
befitting thè occasion without much 
extra troni le. 
The mantel can be very prettily deco­ 
rated 1 r means of a bank formed of 
various kinds of fruits and vegeta­ 
bles appropriately mingled with green 
leaves.

jellylish—those queer animals which 
look like animated sea water, and are 
so lovely as Ihcy float, on a dear day, 
upon the surface of tho sea.

beautiful as those crystal .ul(»l)os, tint- 
ed with exquisite colors, sot with glis- 
tening jewels and so delicate and fairy- 
like that it is hard to believe that thoy 
are animals. 
They 
look 
more like 
bubbles that a breath would destroy. 
Yet animals they are, and tho strang- 
est, perhaps, of living creaturos. Scoros 
of books have been written about them 
by ever so many learned men, and no 
fairy tale was over so wonderful. 


It is easy to study jellylish, becauso 
one can look right through them and 
see how their organs work; and thoy 
can be dipped out of tho sea and tak- 
en homo for closer inspection without 
the least trouble. 
It is also easy to 
keep them in aquariums. 


It 'does not take much material to 
make a jellyfish, and it is no wonder 
that nature (;au alTord to iill the sea 
In all parts of the world with these 
beautiful creaturos. 
Soa water is plon- 
tiful, and jellyfish arc little more than 
sea water inclosed in a thin covoring 
of muscle. 
They are shaped like bells, 
bowls, saucers or umbrellas, and range 
in size from a tiny thing that can hard- 
ly be seen ^Yithout a microscope up to 
a big umbrella, two yards across, with 
streamers 100 feet long. 


The main part of the body is called 
the umbrella, and hanging: down in tho 
middle is tho stomach—a long, narrow 
pouch, which looks so like the handle

hut the inicroscope shows that at the 
point upon the branches of the animal 
tree there are a lot of little horny cups, 
and In eaeli of these cups Is a little an- 
imal stretching out a circle of fairy 
fingers into the .watery world where 
it gets its food.

the snow comes none are left of all 
the myriads which floated like balls 
of light upon the surface of the sum- 
mer seas. 
But down in the ocean, on 
rocks and shells and seaweed, new an- 
imal trees are growing from the eggs 
dropped by the medusae, and here, be- 
fore another spring, new families of 
beautiful jewel likt? creatures will be 
born.—Mew York Tribune.

They are shaped like bells, 
bowls, saucers or umbrellas, and range 
in size from a tiny thing that can hard­ 
ly be seen without a microscope up to 
a big umbrella, two yards acro:is, with 
streamers 100 feet long.

jellyflsh it is bound to die from the ef­ 
fects of the poison, and the jellyfish 
just waits for it to do so without tak­ 
ing any moro trouble.

The MiUTtmoih and tîie Mosquito 
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Orig-in of Teachcrs' Institote. 


The first idea wo get in regard to es- 
tablishing Teachers' Institute was a no- 
tice published in the Gettysburg papers 
November 18, iSM, that a meeting of the 
**Tcachors* Association of Adams Coun- 
ty would be held in Pennsylvania Col- 
lege, in Gettysburg, on the 20th ci that 
mouth," 
The notice was signed by the 
Secretary, and was dated October 27th, 
1834. It appears from this that a meet- 
ing was held at this date, niaking it one 
of the fiist meetings of the kind held in 
the State. 


The adoption of the free school sys- 
tem had not met with so much opposi- 
tion, that nothing was said about a coun- 
ty superintendent, until almost tAveuty 
years later. 
This office was created by 
law in 1854, and with the feeling of free 
schools existing at this time, came the 
induction of the County Superintend- 
ent, which in the opinion of many, was 
almost unbearable. 
People were very 
slow to see the need of a supervisor of 
the common school education. 


The first County Superintendent was 
David Wills, elected Juno 5, 1854. 


He called a meeting of the first teachers* 
educational meeting November 11th, 1854, 
and remained in session one day. Hon. 
T. 11. Bumower, of Lancaster, M'as the 
only person to address the meeting. 


The attendance of citizens was of course 
very small, and only fifty teachers M^ere 
present. 


A resolution was adopted to hold two 
meetings each year. 


The second meeting was held in Gettys- 
burg Feb. 1st, 1855, and remained in ses- 
sion two days. 
There were four public 
speakers at this session. 


The third meeting was held in October 
2, 3 and 4, 1855, and wa5 addressed by 
Doctors Marsden and Stein. 


The fourth meeting M-as held in Christ 
church Feb. 7, 1856, and was addressed 
by Supt. Wills, Doctor Schmucker and 
Deputy Supt. Henry Houck, 


David Wills served a little more than 
two years, Avhen he re-signed and the Rev. 
Reuben Hill was appointed as his succes- 
sor Sept. 1, 1856. 


W. I^ee Campbell was elected May 4, 
1857, and served for 15 months. J. Kerr 
Mcllhenny -was his successor, who died 
in August, 1859, and was succeeded by 
John C. Kllis, appointed in October of the 
same year. Mr. Ellis was elected in May, 
1860, and served a full term, three years. 


Aaron Sheely was elected in May, 1863, 
and re-elected in May, 1866. J. Howard 
Wert was elected in May, 1869, and held 
the position for two and a half years, and 
Avas followed by P. D. ^W. llankey for the 
unexpired term. In May, 1872, Aaron 
Sheely Avas again elected at a salary of 
$S00, and served constantly until 1890. 
In 1875 the salary Avas fixed at $1,000. 


Prof. J, W. Thoman, of AbbottstOAvn, 
Avas elected in May, 1860, and served nine 
years. I t was during his term of ofiice 
that the salary Avas raised to $1200. 


The present Incumbent, Prof. H. Mil- 
ton Roth, Avas elected in Jlay, 3899, and 
is serving his second tenn. The next 
regular election Avill take place May 4, 
1904. 


In 1867, Avhen the County Institute IUAV 
Avent into operation, a fiA'o days session 
Avas held in New Oxford, 125 teachers be- 
ing present. 
Since then the Institute has

The Mcmmotli and tîie Mosquito 
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Ofig'in of Tcachcrs' Institute. 
The first idea we get in regard to es­ 
tablishing Teachers* Institute was a no­ 
tice published in the Gettysburg papers 
November 18, lfc!34, that a meeting of the 
‘‘Teachers’ Association of Adams Coun­ 
ty would be held in Pennsylvania Col­ 
lege, in Gettysburg, on the 20th <>i iliat 
month,” The notice w^as signed by the 
Secretary, and Was dated October 27th, 
1834. It appears from this that a meet­ 
ing was held at this date, niaking it one 
of the fiist meetings of the kind held in 
tho State. 
The adoption of the free school sys­ 
tem had not met with so much opposi­ 
tion, that nothing was said about a coun­ 
ty superintendent, until almost tAventy 
years later. This office was created by 
law in 1854, and with the feeling of free 
schools existing at this time, came the 
induction of tho County Superintend­ 
ent, which in the opinion of many, was 
almost unbearable. People were very 
slow to see the need of a supervisor of 
tho common school education. 
The first County Superintendent Avas 
David Wills, elected Juno 5, 1854. 
He called a meeting of the first teachers^ 
educational meeting November 11th, 1854, 
and remained in session one day. Hon, 
T. II. Bumower, of Lancaster, Avas the 
only person to address the meeting. 
The attendance of citizens was of course 
very small, and only fifty teachers M^ere 
present. 
A resolution was adopted to hold two 
meetings each year. 
The second meeting was held in Gettys­ 
burg Feb. 1st, 1855, and remained in ses­ 
sion two days. There were four public 
speakers at this session. 
The third meeting was held in October 
2, 3 and 4, 1855, and wajs addressed by 
Doctors Marsden and Stein. 
The fourth meeting was held in Christ 
church Feb. 7, 1856, and was addressed 
by Supt. Wills, Doctor Schmucker and 
Deputy Supt. Henry Houck. 
David Wills served a little more than 
two years, Avhen he re-signed and the Rev. 
Reuben Hill was appointed as his succes­ 
sor Sept. 1, 1856. 
W. IjCO Campbell was elected May 4, 
1857, and served for 15 months. J. Kerr 
Mellhenny Avas his successor, Avho died 
in August, 1859, and was succeeded by 
John C. ICIlis, appointed in October of the 
same year. Mr. Ellis was elected in May, 
18G0, and served a full term, three years. 
Aaron Sheely was elected in May, 1863, 
and re-elected in Ma}»', 1866. J. Howard 
Wert was elected in May, 1869, and held 
the position for two and a half years, and 
Avas followed by P. D. ^W. Hankey for the 
unexpired term. In May, 1872, Aaron 
Sheely Avas again elected at a salary of 
$S00, and served constantly until 1890. 
In 1875 th e salary Avas fix ed at $1,000. 
Prof, J. W, Thoman, of AbbottstOAvn, 
Avas elected in May, 1860, and served nine 
years. 
It was during his term of ofiice 
that tho salary Avas raised to :pl200. 
The present incumbent, Prof. H. Mil­ 
ton Roth, Avas elected in Jlay, 3899, and 
is serving his second term. The next 
regular election Avill take place May 4, 
19U4. 
In 1867, Avhen the County Institute laAV 
Avent into operation, a fiA’^o days session 
Avas held in New Oxford, 125 teachers be­ 
ing present, 
Since then the Institute has 
met regularly in Gettysburg, Avith a full 
attendance of teachers. 199 are enrolled 
for 1904.

OwiM tlie Kiis«ti Fnctorlei Vnliiecl at 
«75,000,000—An ArUole Ulilch Given a 
CleHt' Conception of IMantU Iintnentlfy* 


The attention of the world has bei^n 
attracted by a sixteen-year-old 
girl. 
The famous gun works of Herr Krupp, 
who died the other day. have been be- 
queathed to his eldest daughter. Bertha 
Krupp. By those who are familiar with 
the Esson factories they are valued in 
thß neighborhood of 175.000.000. Such a 
legacy, accordingly, elevates Frauleln 
Bertha to a high rank among 
the 
.vealthlest heiresses of Europe 
and 
America. 


A clear conception of the immensity 
of the gun shops at Essen Is obtainable 
from the following description of them 
written by Thomas Ashbury, of Man- 
chester, England, who recently visited 
the plant and carefully Investigated its 
multifold Industries, and wrote a pam- 
phlet about it entitled 
"An English- 
man's Visit to Krupp's Works in Ger- 
many—Wake Up, England." In 
this 
pamphlet Mr. Ashbury says, 
among 
other things: 


These works were founded In 1811 
by Fred Krupp, who built In that year 
the first smelting furnace for steel mak- 
ing. In 1818 the building of the oldest 
workshop of the present plant was be- 
gun and completed In 1819. In 1826 
Friedrich Krupp died, and his son Al- 
fred. then a lad of fifteen, followed him 
in the works management, under tho 
guardianship of his mother. In 1843 
the first cast steel gun barrels 
were 
made, and in 1847 the first gun tube. In 
1833 the firm employed nine men at 
Essen. On the death of Alfred Krupp, 
in 1887, the number of officials 
and 
workmen at the Essen works was 12,- 
674, while in 1901 there were 24,536 per- 
sons employed. 


The works of the «firm comprise the 
Esseh cast steel works, with gun test- 
ing grounds at Meppen; 
the 
Krupp 
steel -works at Annen, in Westphalia; 
the Germania shipbuilding works 
at 
Kiel, and blast furnace plants for the 
production of pig iron at 
Duisburg, 
Neuweld, Engers and Rheinhausen (the 
last named consisting of three blast 
furnaces, with an outturn of 180 to 
230 tons a furnace 
in 
twenty-four 
hours); 
engineering works and 
iron 
foundry at Sayn, three collerles. a large 
number of Iron ore mines in Germany, 
iron ore mines in Bilbao and docks In 
Rotterdam, with steamships, etc. The 
chief products of the Essen works are 
guns (of which up to January 1, 1902, 
there have been sold 39,876, mortars, 
gun barrels, armor plates for warships 
and for fortifications, railway material, 
ship-building material, machine parts 
of all kinds, steel and iron plates, rolls, 
tool steel, hard steel, special steels, 
steel winches etc. 
At the cast steel 
works In 1901 there were In the sl:tty 
departments In operation 5300 machine 
tools 22 rolling mills, 141 steam ham- 
mers, from two to one thousand pounds 
falling weight; 64 hydraulic 
presses 
(including two bending presses of 7000 
tons, a forging press of 5000 tons and 
one of 2000 tons), 323 vertical steam 
boilers, 513 steam engines from two 
to thirty-five hundred horsepower each 
aggregating 43,848 horsepower; 
369 
electro motors and 591 cranes from sev- 
en hundred weight to one hundred and 
fifty tons capacity. 


In the smelting works in 1901 there 
were smelted on an average 1914 tons 
of iron ore from the firm's mines dally. 
The coal output from the firm's col- 
lieries In 1901 was 1,479.334 tons. 
The 
total consumption of the Krupp works 
in 1900-'01 was 995,298 tons of 
coal, 
473,044 tons of coke and 97,195 tons of 
briquettes. Converted Into 
equivalents 
of coal this represents an aggregate 
consumption of the Krupp works, in so 
far as it is provided from Essen, of 
1.678,175 tons. At the Meppen gun test- 
ing grounds 735 ballistic tests were car- 
ried out in 1901. The total number of 
family dwelling houses in the work- 
men's colony of the firm on January 1, 
1902, was 5469, The total number of 
persons employed at the Krupp works 
in Germany (Including 3959 officials) 
on April 1, 1902, was 43.083. Of these 
24.536 were employed at the Essen cast 
steel works, 2773 at the Gruson works 
in Buckau 3987 at the Germania ship- 
yard In Kiel, 6159 at the collieries and 
5628 at the smelting works, 
Meppen 
grounds, etc. 
The number of persons 
dependent on the Krupp works in May, 
1900 (Including women and children), 
was 147,645. 


The developments of this 
firm 
is 
shown by the fact that the land prop- 
erty is fifty-seven times larger In area 
in the year 1901 than it was in 1850, and 
the ground area covered with buildings 
is 168 times larger in 1901 than it was 
in 1850. 


The productions of this firm are so 
nuiÄerous, and of so high a class of 
material and workmanship, that it is 
impossible within any reasonable spfcce 
to enumerate them, the writer, there- 
fore, will only mention a few promin- 
ent things that arrested his attention 
as being "eye openers" to an English- 
man. 


A steel armor plate for a warship, 
measuring over 43 feet in length, over 
11 feet in width and nearly 12 inches 
in thickness; the total weight of this 
finished armor plate was li>6 tons, and 


it was rolled from a solid fcteel ingot 
weighing 130 tons, and this astonishlnc 
weight was not the maximum the pow- 
erful rolling mill 
can do, for 
steel 
ingots weighing 150 tons can be rolled 
into armor plates. 


The electric crane, furnaces and ap- 
pliances necessary to handle such pro- 
digious weights are all of ample power 
to deal easily and comfortably with 
them. 


Two hydraulic presses, each exerting 
a pressure of 7000 tons, bend to the 
required curve the heaviest steel armor 
plate while it is cold. 


To drive one pair of these armor 
plate rolls, engines exerting 3700 horse- 
power are required. 


Another astonishing production 
in 
steel was a boiler plate of the enor- 
mous dimensions of 88 feet long. 12 
feet wide and 11-2 Inches thick and 
weighing 29 tons. 


In the forging of heavy steel ingots, 
hydraulic presses of 5000 tons pressure 
are used, and the writer saw a built up 
marine shaft for a North German At- 
lantic liner that was 226 
tons 
in 
weight and 233 feet In length. 


Another 
finished 
solid screen shaft 
was made of crucible steel, made from 
an ingot 80 tons weight, and forged un- 
der a 5000 ton press in 62 hours to 
a length of 148 feet; afterward this re- 
markable ^ l l d shaft was "trepanned," 
bored for its entire length to make it 
hollow, 1. e., to have a hole all the 
way through. 


This long steel shaft was turned and 
bored In a lathe which I believe is with- 
out a compeer in the world, its dimen- 
sions being: 


Length of bed/ 160 feet 4 
Inches; 
length between centres. 152 feet 
6 
inches, and all its component parts of 
suitable elephantine proportion. 


In ordnance, it is well known 
this 
firm has held for a long time a reputa- 
tion of the highest class, and the num- 
erous guns to be seen from a 50 ton 
gun down to a 1 pound gun, were splen- 
did specimens of the highest quality of 
such articles. 


I saw one of Krupp's 50 ton coast de- 
fence guns, 12-lnch bore, mounted all 
complete In a revolving turret, and this 
terrible weapon is capable of penetrat- 
ing the thickest and most modern type 
of armor that Is used for the protection 
of Ironclad 
ships at 
any 
distance at 
which an ironclad would attempt to 
destroy coast defence work. 


The gun is of special crucible steel, 
and is fired electrically; the barrel is 
40 feet long. When charged with 291 
pounds of smokeless powder, behind a 
shell weighing 980 pounds, it has a 
muzzle velocity of 2690 feet, and can 
send 
the 
shell twelve and one-half 
miles. At a distance of 1093 yards it 
can send a shell 980 pounds weight that 
will penetrate a solid wrought 
iron 
plate 50 3-4 inches thick, or an ordinary 
steel 
plate 
351-2 
inches 
thick. 
"Krupp's" patent hardened steel plate 
19 1-2 inches thick. 


The various kinds of portable field 
guns for army purposes made by ]{Cru!>:? 
have long been known as of the very 
first rank in every way. 


The writer was favored by an Invita- 
tion to witness some actual firing tests 
at the gun testing range, but space will 
not allow for more than one to be de- 
scribed. 


A field gun firing a 14 1-2 pound pro- 
jectile with a charge of smokeless pow» 
der of rather more than one pound 
with a range of three and three-quarts? 
miles, fired easily twenty rounds a 
ute aimed at a target 


At a short range ten shots were firt*l 
in thirty seconds, and every one went 
through the hole made by the 
first 
shot. 


Another ten shots were fired, the firl t 
through the bull's-eye, and the nino 
were made to form a ring of nln® 
holes closely round the bull's-eye, to 
show how accurate the aim, though at 
BO rapid a speed. 


Armed as were the Boers with guns 
made by this firm, it is no wonder at 
the fearful havoc they caused among 
the British army In the late South Af- 
rican war. 


It would require a large volume to 
describe even briefly the multitudinous 
articles made by this firm, from an 
ironclad man-of-war down to a penny 
file, but whether large or small, the 
greatest degree possible of excellency 
is characteristic alike of all 
produc- 
tions. 


Perhaps the most unique feature of 
all in this hiïge firm, especially in this 
age of trusts and combines is tlie fact 
that the whole concern belonged to 
one man alone, no company and no 
partners, and this remarkable man is 
Friedrich Alfred Ki*upp, the grandson 
of the original founder, and that the 
business is successful is proved by the 
return of profit made for income tax 
last year, for I am informed the pro- 
prietor's profit was declared as being 
£900,000.

ODORS AND OZONE. 


Tti« Renson Wliy W« Cnn't Smell With* 


•nt Oxycen* 


The sense of stnell Is much 
more 
keen in fresh air than in stale or pol- 
luted air. 
A pipe 
of tobacco 
when 
smoked In the open 
fresh air, and 
particularly on' a bright day with a 
sharp easterly wind blowing, is pi^cu- 
llarly fragrant; the effect Is enhanced 
by ozone, and tobacco smoke 
in the 
presence of static electrical apparatus 
develops a very agreeable aroma. 


It is well known, again, that per- 
sons in a crowded room are oblivious 
of the foulness of the air tmtil they 
go outside and come in again. A per- 
son entering'the voom from the fresh 
air outside at once complains of stuff' 
iness. 
There would seem to 
be 
a 
subtle connection between an 
abun- 
dance of air and the ¿ense of smell. 
A trace of scent is agreeable, an ex- 
excess is sickly, some scents or fla^ 
vorings being 
positively 
nauseating 
when in the highly concentrated state 
The artificial oil of Jargonelle in bulk 
smells more like garlic than the Jar- 
gonelle pear, but a mere trace of the 
oil diffused in the air gives a smell 
indistinguishable 
from that of 
the 
fruit. 
The offensive smell of sulphu- 
retted hydrogen is more marked whon 
the gas is freely diluted with air than 
when it is not so diluted. 
The 
pure 
gas seems to possess hardly any per- 
ceptible rotten-egg smell at all, but 
a sweetish odor 
not 
unlike that of 
chloroform vapor. 


These observations 
would tend to 
show that smell is in some way con- 
nected with the presence of oxygen, 
and that in the absence of this ele- 
ment odor is no longer perceived. In 
an atmosphere free from oxygen 
it 
is Just possible that odors would not 
be observed, and it is probable 
that 
the smell of a substance is due to a 
change brought 
about in that 
sub- 
stance by contact 
with 
oxygen. 
A 
correspondent relates an instance in 
which people 
living 
some distance 
away from a sewer 
ventilator com- 
plained of the foul nature of the em- 
anations from it, while the engineer 
in charge declared that he had tested 
the discharge at the pipe itself and 
had found no perceptible odor. 
This 
seems to be another 
case 
in which 
smell was not in evidence at the sew- 
er outlet because oT the grossness of 
the impurities, but by the time 
the 
gases had traveled some 
distance— 
that Is, after being freely diluted with 
air—their latent offensiveness became 
actual. 
In the same way the scaven- 
ger in the sewer 
experiences no dis- 
gust« while the man standing over a 
street ventilator may be overpowered 
with the offensive smell. While, how* 
ever, the first effect of the oxygen of 
the air upon sewer gases would ap- 
pear to reveal odor, yet ultimately oxy- 
gen triumphs, 
and, 
going 
a 
iJtage 
further, reduces offensive matters to 
an Innocuous and inodorous state.

TYPELESS PRINTING. 


An In v e n tio n T lm t M ay Ori*atly Sim plify 
th o A rt P reserv ativ o . 
The litbotype or type^ess printing 
system invented by W. 
Timmins, of 
Brooklyn, may, Avben perfected, largely 
take the place of the ordinary .system. 
The Ih'st operator sits at a keyboard 
soinew’hat like tbat of a typewriter, 
and begins to wTite. As bo touches the 
keys a strip of paper issues from the 
machine Avlth the characters perfor­ 
ated in it and runs into another device 
Avhere automatically a proof or print 
is made 
from it in column form as 
from ijaovable type, Avith greasy black 
ink up*on Avhito papei*. 
The proof is corrected by Avriting out 
on the machine tbe corrections and 
pasting them in the column over the 
errors. 
Tho long column of printed 
matter Is then cut into short columns 
of desired length and pasted on a board 
w’bich in turn is pressed against ‘an 
aluminum plate Avith the result that a 
greasy impression of tbe letters is 
made upon the surface. 
Tbe aluminum plates are thlu as 
cardboard and are clamped on the 
cylinder of a printing press. 
It is 
claimed tbat tbe grease characters are 
as distinct as and more durable than 
metal type, it being possible to run 
off a million copies Avithout any efface­ 
ment. 
To issue a second edition It is only 
necessary to preserve the aluminum 
plates or to go back to tbe perforated 
tape and feed it Into the second part 
of the litbotype apparatus and get 
the long column of proof again. If the 
edition is desired in a different style 
of type it is only necessary to attach 
a different typew'heel to tbe machine 
that cuts tbe tape.

neAV 
invention," 
says

writer, “means among other things, no 
typesetting, iio type distributing, no 
stereotyping, no justifying of lines, no 
standing matter, no money invested in 
type—only a machine tbe size of tw'O 
typewriters, and a press. 
It might

is required, for eA’^en that is done by 
the machine."

Thé Board of Naval Engineers ap- 
pointed to examine into the merits of 
oils as a fuel instead of coal have ar- 
rived at the determination that it can- 
not compete with coal for naval uses. 
Fourteen different devices presented by 
American inventors 
for tests 
were 
tried, but it Is said, that not one of 
them would burn oil under a naval 
boiler In competition with coal, even 
with the oil at a cost of ?1 per barrel. 


The first large vapor motor applied to 
navigation is to be placed on the fish- 
ing boat of M. Emile Altaziu. now 
being built at Boulogne. 
The vessel, 
which is ninety feet long and is de- 
signed to carry three hundred tons, 
will be provided with a 200 horse- 
power motor, together with sails, and 
will also havo a twenty-five horse- 
povrer motor for operating nets. 
The 
motors will use either gasoline or al- 
cohol. of which the tanks -will contain 
SOOO gallons.

ness of motive. 
On the other hand, 
the wavering tone and affected accent 
of the timid vulgar are ascribed to an- 
other form of insincerity, namely, t^e 
wish to imitate others with whom one 
happens to be, when they aro of a sup- 
posedly higher social standing. 
Tho 
attempt is sure to fail and result only 
in tho suppression of all evidence of 
tho speaker's own personality—in the 
voice aS' well as in the manner. Thus, 
sincerity, paramount in all art, 
is 
basic In breeding as well, which is the 
art of life. 
So far, so good, if the 
Avorld is to be considered and charac- 
terized as divided into two classes— 
the 
vulgar 
and 
the 
not 
vulgar. 
But 
for our 
part 
we feel 
tempt- 
ed 
to 
ask 
further 
whether 
most 
of us do not at times fall into the 
use of the vulgar voice? 
Listen to 
sweet woman, in one of her shrewish 
moments, happy few. or to the great 
actor scolding his valet! 
In the rare 
case of these persons, to hear whom 
speak is always to listen to music, 
the reason is probably to seek fn the 
fact that they have learned the su- 
preme self-restraint. 
The anger 
or 
petulance which unrepressed 
would 
have issued in shrillness, when re- 
strained imparts a certain depth and 
fullness of the tones—'*the throbbing 
voice." and so forth, of the novel writ- 
ers. It reminds us of the old definition 
of a lady—a woman who speaks in a 
low tone 32id thinks in a high one.

RENOVATING A FARM HOUSE.

farmhouse is always a fascinating one, 
says Harper’s Bazar, in answer to a 
correspondent. The ditBcuities are of­ 
ten many, but o^e can enjoy satisfac­ 
tory results all the more on that ac­ 
count.

FOR THE BABx. 
Many a mother is puzaied to know 
how to feed her young child. 
She 
knows how to feed a baby, she can 
manage a child of ten or twHve. but 
the little one at four is at a puzaiiug 
age. 
With a view* to solving this 
probleni, the students at Ti*acbers’ Col 
lege have niade out several nioilel di­ 
etaries for a child of this age, in ac­ 
cordance with Prof. Atwater’!; stand- 
.■ \rd. These dietaries formed a part of 
tbe exceecllngiy interesting exblbition 
just held by tbe domestic science de­ 
partment in the Educational Museum. 
I'*rofessor Atwater’s standard of nu­ 
trition for a child of four calls foi 
twelve per cent, protelds, 
nine 
iier 
cent, fat, .3S pound of carboUyilrates 
and 1420 calorics. 
Tbe average, un 
scientific moi-er is not supposed to 
know much about fals aud protehls, 
of course. The thing to do is either to 
accept the readj* made menus of au­ 
thorities on dietaries, or «.o model some 
of one’s own vei'y closely upon them. 
Here is one of tbe Teachers’ College 
series of a day’s menus: 
For Breakfast—The juice of half an 
orange, four tablespoonfuls of farina, 
half a cup of milk, two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar, one slice of bread, half a 
teaspoonful of butter, one cup of milk. 
For 10 O’clock Luncheon—One cup 
of milk, two tablespoonfnls of stewed 
ralsius, one slice of broad, half a tea- 
spoonful of butter. 
For Dinner—One ounce of lamb 
chops, two tablespoonfnls 
of 
green 
peas, throe tablespoonfuls of boiled 
rice, half a slice of broad, half a tea­ 
spoonful of butter aud half a cup of 
junket. 
For Supper—One cup of milk, one 
egg, one slice of bread, half a tea­ 
spoonful of butter. 
Tbe peas and rice are to be served 
with butter. The slice of bread is cut 
half an inch thick, from a square loaf 
and eouals an ounce. 
The materials 
are weighed before cooking. 
Highly interesting also is the hy­ 
gienic outlit for an infant, with its 
pasteurizing plant, its schedules of 
quantities, aud its little hospital bot 
ties containing each tbe exact amount 
proscribed by tbe medical profession 
for stated periods in the infant’s life 
—so many feedings a '’ay for the first 
four days, up to four weeks old, six 
weeks, eight we^ks and four months. 
In this connection of e&pecial inter­ 
est is the table giving the cost of feed­ 
ing a baby in New York City during 
the first year of its life. If you buy 
modified milk, it will cost you just 
$180; if gunranteed milk, then tbe cost 
drops to $52.75. But if certified milk 
is used, then one may keep a baby for 
only $41.89 for tbe whole year. 
All 
this milk is of superior quality, a»d 
comes from dairies with big names, 
Tbe table Ignores the seven-cents-a- 
quart baby, ai 1 tbe three-cents-a-quart 
skim milk corner grocery baby is not 
in it.—New York Tribune.

CORNBREAD. 
One cupful cornmeal, two eggs, one 
cupful milk, two tea spoonfuls baking 
powder, one cupful Hour, one-half cup­ 
ful sugar, two teaspoonfuls melted but 
ter, one-half teaspoonful salt, mix thi* 
Indian meal and Hour and add the salt; 
beat the eggs light without separating, 
add the sugar and beat until light 
Add the milk and butter to the eggs 
and sugar, and all the mixed meal and 
fiour to this, beating 'ill the while 
When light and smooth and ready to 
bake, add the baking powder; turn into 
a 
greased shallow pan «nd bake 
twentv minutes in a quick oveiu 


?SALMON LOAF. 
One can salmou; pick out bones, skin 
and fat; two eggs, beaten light; two 
tablespoonfnls butter, 
one-half cup 
cracker crumbs, pepper, ':alt and pars­ 
ley to taste, rub into a smooth paste; 
put into a mould and steam one and 
one-half hours; heat one can of fresh 
peas in the li(iuid around them fifteen 
minutes and put on the platter around 
the loaf; make a sauce of one cup of 
milk, thickened with one tablespoonful 
of cornstarcli. one tablespoonful of but­ 
ter, one tablespoonful catsup or chill 
/auce (if desired), a pinch of salt, a 
little rod popper, one egg; add egg after 
beating, and stir in while boiling hot; 
pour over the loaf. 


MOCK BISQUE SOUP. 
Stev>' one pint of potatoes for twenty 
minutes with one slice of onion, one 
bay leaf and one sprig of parsley. 
Press through a sieve and return to the 
stove. 
Scald one quart of milk. lUib 
together one large tablespoonful of 
butter and tAVo of flour until smooth. 
Add a little of the scalded milk to the 
butter and Hour, stir until all lumps 
are gone, then turn into the remainder 
of the milk, stir continually until it 
' thickens. 
Add one 
teaspoonful 
of 
sugar to the tomato. 
Dissolve one- 
half of a teaspoonful of soda in a little 
warm water, add to the tomatoes, and 
take at once from the stove. 
Strain 
the milk into the tomatoes, season and 
serve at once. 
The success of this soup depends 
upon the tomatoes being added to the 
milk so it will not curdle. 
This can 
rarely be done on the stove, and the 
soup cannot be reheated. 
Add the 
milk to the tomatoes when ready for 
the table.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


A DELIGHTFUL POT POURRL 
A genuine old-fashioned pot pourri is 
made as follows: Pack half a peck of 
fragrant rose leaves in a bowl in layers 
with salt, using a small handful of 
line salt to three of rose leaves. 
Let 
stand in this way for live days, turn­ 
ing them twice daily. This should be 
done throughly. 
At the end of this 
time add three ounces of powdered 
allspice, and one ounce of stick cinna­ 
mon. Let them rest again for about n 
week longer, stirring as before once 
each day. Now put them into the.per­ 
manent pot pourri jar, mixing them 
first with half a pound of dried laven­ 
der blossoms, one ounce of bruised 
cloves, one more ounce of stick cinna­ 
mon, another of allspice, one nutmeg 
coarsely grated, a cupful of ginger root 
thinly sliced, half an ounce of anise 
seed, ten grains 
of 
Canton 
musk 
(finest quality) and finally two ounces 
of orris root. Mix them well together 
and place the Jar in any suitable cwner 
of the parlor or living room. 
A few 
drops of attar of rose or any desired 
extract of ilowers can be added at anj 
time. 
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Don’t use a galvanized iron squeezer. 
When brought in contact with the 
lemon it forms a poisonous salt. 
When anything is made too salt it 
can be counteracted by adding a table- 
spoonful of vinegar and a tablespoon­ 
ful of sugar. 
To clean copper utensils use half a 
lemon dipped in salt for scouring cop­ 
per pans, etc., and afterward rinse 
thoroughly in clean Avater. Finish by 
polishing Avith a soft cloth. 
A cheap paint for iron fencing is 
made as follows: Mix tar and yellow 
ochre together. 
It will make a good 
green color and is excellent for paint­ 
ing rough woodwork and iron. 
If possible shrink all seersuckers and 
ginghams before making them up, and 
see that they are smootliiy Ironed in or­ 
der to permit of the patterns being laid 
an exactly, Guesswork and allowances 
are always unsatisfactory in results. 
Besides beating 
all woolens 
thor-* 
oughly before packing 
them 
away, 
scrutinize them carefully for grease 
spots. 
Cleanse with soap and water 
when tbe fabric admits of such treat- 
Xfieni, or, if not, with any of the clean­ 
ing fiuids. Otherwise great moth htles 
may greet the eyes when one opens 
them up in the fall, in spite of 
paper and moth bulls.

times largt'r. 
Thus the rotating orop 
the year following inoculation derives 
an equal benefit from the inoculation. 
For instance, a crop of crimson clov­ 
er,

inoculated, 
added 
to 
one acre of land 4.3 pounds of nitro­ 
gen; a crop of crimson clover, inocu­ 
lated, added to one acre of precisely 
similar land 143.7 pounds of nitrogen, 
an increa^Je of 
times; a crop of in­ 
oculated hairy vetch added to one 
acre fifteen times more nitrogen tnan 
a crop of uninoculatcd hairy vetch.— 
October Century.

TYPELESS 
PRINTING. 


An I n v e n t i o n T h a t Alay Orp.illy Simplify 
t h o Art l*rescrvfttlv«» 


The lithotype or typHess printing 
system invented by W. S. Timinins, of 
Brooklyn, may,Miien perfected, largely 
take the place of the ordinary system. 
The first operator sits at a keyboard 
somewhat like that of a typewriter, 
and begins to write. As he touches the 
keys a strip of paper issues from the 
machine with the characters perfor- 
ated in it and runs into another device 
where automatically a proof or print 
is made 
from it in column form as 
from movable type, with greasy black 
ink up"©!! wiifte papei*. 


The proof is corrected by writing out 
on the machine the corrections and 
pasting them in the column over the 
errors. 
The long column of printed 
matter is then cut into short columns 
of desired length and pasted on a board 
which in turn is pressed against an 
aluminum plate with the result that a 
greasy impression of the letters is 
made upon the surface. 


The aluminum plates are thin as 
cardboard and are clamped on the^ 
cylinder of a printing press. It is 
claimed that the grease characters are 
as distinct as and more durable than 
metal type, it being possible to run 
oil- a million copies Avithout any efface- 
ment. 


To issue a second edition it is only 
necessary to preserve the aluminum 
plates or to go back to the perforated 
tape and feed it into the second part 
of the lithotype apparatus and get 
the long column of proof again. If the 
edition is desired in a different style 
of type it is only necessary to attach 
a different typewheel to the machine 
that cuts the tape. 


"The 
new 
invention,"

writer, "means among other things, no 
typesetting, iio type distributing, no 
stereotyping, no justifying of lines, no 
standing matter, no money invested in 
type—only a machine the size of two 
typewriters, and a press. It might 
almost be said that no more thinking 
is required, for even that is done by 
the machine."

SAVED FROM BURNING 8TEAMER 
21 Persons Rescued 
From 
Blazing 
Mohawk With Much Difficulty. 
New York, Nov. 19.—Twenty-ono 
pereonB were rescued from the big 
freight steamer Mohawk, of the Cen­ 
tral Vermont Railway’s fleet, which 
Darned to the water's edpe oft Hor­ 
ton’s Point in Long Island Sound.

RENOVATING A FARM HOUSE. 


' The problem of ronovatinir an old 
farmhouse is always a fascinating one, 
B a y s Harper's Bazar, in answer to a 
correspondent. 
The difficulties are of- 
ten many, but ope can enjoy satisfac- 
t o r y results all the more on that ac- 
count. 
Gray, paint, with white trim- 
mings, will be*.very attractive among 
the green trees, especially when you 
liave succeeded in covering it with ivy.

For 10 O'clock Luncheon—One cup 
of milk, two tablespoonfuis of stewed 
raisins, one slice of bread, half a tea- 
spoonful of butter.

of

peas 
throe tablespoonfuis of boiled 
rice 'half a slice of bread, half a tea- 
spoonful of butter and half a cup of 
junket. 


For Supper—One cup of milk, one 
egg. one slice of bread, half a tea- 
spoonful of butter. 
The peas and rice are to be served 


with butter. The slice of bread is cut 
half an inch thick, from a square loaf, 
and eauals an ounce. 
The materials 
are weighed ])efore cooking. 


Ilighli' interesting also is the by- 
'^ienic outat for an infant, with its 
pasteurizing plant, its schedules of 
quantities, and its little hospital bot- 
tles containing each the exact amount 
prescribed by tbe medical profession 
for stated periods in the infant's life 
- s o many feedings a ^ay for the first 
four days, up to four weeks old, six 
weeks eight we^ks and four months. 


In tills connection of especial inter- 
est is the table giving the cost of feed- 
ing a baby in New York City during 
the first yeijr of its life. If you buy 
modified milk, it will cost you just 
$180; if gupranteed milk, then the cost 
drops to $52.75. 
But if certified milk 
is used, then one may keep a baby for 
only $41.89 for the whole year. 
All 
this milk is of superior quality, amd 
comes from dairies with big names. 
The table ignores the seven-cents-a- 
quart baby, ai 1 the three^cents-a-quart 
skim milk corner grocery baby is not 
in it.-New York Tribune.

one-half hours; boat one can of fresh 
peas in the liquid around them fifteen 
minutes and put on the platter around 
the loaf; make a sauce of one cup of 
milk, thickened Avith one tablespoonful 
of cornstarch, one tablespoonful of but- 
ter, one tablespoonful catsup or chili 
iauce (if desired), a pinch of salt, a 
little red popper, one egg; add egg after 
beating, and slir in Avhile boiling hot;

Stevr one pint of potatoes for twenty 
minutes ^Yith one slice of onion, one 
bay leaf and one sprig of parsley. 
Press throuiih a sieve and return to the 
stove. 
Scald one quart of milk,

together one large tablespoonful of 
butter and tAVo of flour until smooth. 
Add a little of tho scalded milk to the 
butter and Hour, stir until «11 lumps 
are gone, then turn Into tho remainder 
of the milk, stir continually until it 
thickens. 
Add 
one 
teaspoonful 
of 
sugar to the tomato. 
Dissolve one- 
half of a teaspoonful of soda in a little 
warm Avater, add to the tomatoes, and 
take at once from tbe stove. 
Strain 
the milk into the tomatoe's, season and 
serve at once. 


The success of this soup depends 
upon the tomatoes being added to the 
milk so it Aviil not ciu-dle. 
This can 
rarely be done on the stove, and the 
soup cannot bo reheated.

polishing M'ith a soft cloth. 


A cheap paint for iron fencing Js 
made as follows: Mix tar and yellow 
ochre together. 
It will make a good 
green color and is excellent for paint- 
ing rough woodwork and iron. 


If possible shrink all seersuckers and

upon the question of economical power 
production. 
Unquestionably 
we are 
rapidly approaching 
a 
time 
when, 
steam and electrical uses will be less 
dependent upon anthracite coal than 
in the past. 
With a continuation of 
our industrial expansion, 
anthracite 
coal must soon be regarded more in the 
light of a luxury than a^ necessity. 
Fuel economy must begin with the 
fuel itself, and not limit Itself to the 
invontiou of machinery for extracting 
a larger percentage of thermal v.nits 
from tho material burnt. 


The immense amount of material in 
one form and another scattered around 
In the shapo of vraste must be utilised 
la order to keep down the present airh 
bills for operating power stations. Tiio 
heavy deposits of- peat naturally uir.st 
call for attention. 
Ravr peat har> not 
been considered an cconoaical cr sat- 
isfactory fuel i:i tills cor.ntry. 
It has 
boon questioned vrhetlicr it could ever 
bo extraclcd rnd put c:i t j o market 
in such a condiaou as io attract power 
producers in a v/ay that Avould uiake 
it a ccmmercial success. 
With over 
cighty-üve per cent, water, and scarce- 
ly thirtrc'i per cent, of combustible 
inaterial, with about tvro per crnt. of 
inorqari- natter, raw peat hr.s not, 
apparortly, oíí:rcd very great induco- 
mcuLs to manufacturers. 


The problem of extracting this thir- 
teen per c:nt, of combustiblo material 
from the peat at a cost which would 
enable the owners to sell it at a com- 
mercial profit, and at tho same time 
make it chcapcr for producing steam 
than either coal or liquid fuel, has not 
been an easy one to solve. 
Peat cut- 
ting anC compressing machinery has 
reached a renarlcable state of develop- 
ment in the past decade in Germany 
and other contineniai coi:ntries. This 
machinery has reduced the cost of 
working 
the 
fuel 
into 
commercial 
forms, and has at the same time im-- 
proved its burning qualities. 


One of the most important of recent 
methods of handling peat in Germany 
is to reduce the combustible material 
through grinding and maceration, and 
tl-en mix it with other inflammable 
material to insure superior heat pro- 
ducing qualiiies. 
The difCerent mate- 
rials mixed with tho peat pulp are us- 
ually dry sawdust, anthracite culm 
ard bituminous coal dust. 
These are 
added to tho wet peat when in a dry 
state, and they are run through the 
'^rinding machinery with it. 
The re- 
sult i s \ h a t the two are mixed thor- 
ou^-bly, i^nd the dried product is very 
inflammable and steady in its burning. 
The added ingredients give the peat 
a more compact density, which adds 
to its value in many ways. 
It is less 
liable to break and pulverize in hand- 
ling, and it does not disintegrate in 


the furnace so readily. 
\ 
, 


As high as thirty per cent, of bitu- 
minous coal dust. fort>' per cent, of 
anthracite culm, and fifteen pev cent, 
of dry sawdust are added to the peat 
pulp. 
When thus mixed the bricks 
are pressed into shape by hydraxdic 
machinery, which makes them suita- 
ble for almost any kind of use. 
rhe 
amount of worthless coal dust that ac- 
cuiüulates at the coal yards as well as 
at tho mouths of the mines ennnot be 
utilized to any greater advantage than 
by helping to form a new fuel of this 
character. 


The conversion of peat into coke 
Is a comparatively new process that 
may be considered as the most sclen- 
tifíc method of utilizing 
this 
fuel. 
Chemical engineers of all countries 
have sought to accomplish this enc. 
\ s a new industrial process it has al- 
ready become established in parts of 
the leading peat producing coiintries. 
especially iu Germany and 
Russia, 
The peat is converted into coke by car- 
bonization in retort ovens. To make it 
more profitable and successful, the ef- 
fort has been succe¿;sfully made to re- 
cover the gas, tar. and other by-pro- 
ducts of distillation. 
These by-m'od- 
nets represent a gain of no small fig- 
ure, and they add to the profits of the 
undertaking in a way that promises to 
make tho process extremely valuable. 


The peat is carbonizad in closed 
ovens which are heated by burning 
under them the gasses generated by 
the coking process. 
In other words, 
the process is self-sustaining after the 
fire of wood or coal is first started to 
produce the coking, 
A very small 
amount of fuel is thus used at the 
start, and thereafter there is no ex- 
pense whatever in burning fuel, 
i he 
gases are carried from above to the 
burning óhaml er where they are con- 
sumed to continuo the process. 


To make the success even more com- 
pleie and profitable, the escaping heat 
of The retort ovens is utilised for heat- 
ing \ h e drying ovens. 
This escaping 
hi at is carried tbrougli a dry air cham- 
|)er to an upptu» receptacle where tho 
raw peat is placed for dicing. 
The 
raw peat must bo dried to a crisp 
point 
where 
carbonization 
follows 
yuicUly .>yhen iniroduceJ into the cok- k 


• 
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ing oven* 
Ordin,ary wot peat, when 
put into the carboniRing ovens, v/astes 
heat to such an extent that the process 
in the past has been rendered unpro- 
fitable. 
More than this, the drying 
of tho peat for carboni.'íDiion in ovens 
prepared for it has been found unsat- 
isfactory owing to the cost of fuel re- 
quired to heat the o\pns. By utilizing 
tho escaping heat of the retort ovens, 
a double process of economy is 'ob- 
tained. 


The by-products of peat coko are ob- 
tained iu tho form of couimercial dis- 
tillates. 
Aliout one-third of tho peat 
used for coking is converted into pure 
coke, one-third into gas liquor, and 
one-third into tar. 
From the gas li- 
quor there are derived several other 
commercial products. One of these is 
the valuable methyl alcohol, which is 
assuming such important commercial 
value in om' industries. 
Another is 
acótate of lime, and a third is sulphate 
of ammonia. 
With these different ar- 
ticles selling at present market price.«?, 
one pound of prat Is raised in value 
to nearly f.vo times that paid for it in 
the open market. 


The peat coke is a firm, ,iet-blaek 
substanco that is as pure as charcoal. 
It has a thermal valno of nearly 7(X>0 
calories, varying a little according to 
tho quality of the peat used. Its value 
for certain industries is considered 
much higher than coke made from any 
oth?r process. It Is particularly high- 
ly prir.ed for smelting foundry iron, 
copper refining, and other metallurgi- 
cal processes. For blast furnaces it is 
also excellent, but it is too high-priced 
for general use in smelting iron ores. 
In Germany it sells as high as ?r).uO to 
Jll.no per ton, and as its supply is still 
small tho demand at these pricos ex- 
ceeds the supply. 


The coke for burning purposes is a 
smbkeless fuel, and it possesses all tho 
merits of our best antliracite and char- 
coal. 
It can consequently be used in 
place 
of 
charcoal in all industries 
where a smokeless fuel is absolutely 
necessary for success. It is employed 
in place of anthracite only in a com- 
paratively limited field, and it may 
never come in as a substitute for this 
fuel to any extent. 


As a fuel for direct use in power 
plants, peat has less actual thermal 
value than coal or even the brown or 
lignite coal, which is of comparative- 
ly recent geological formation. 
Peat 
Is of such recent geological formation 
that it is only slightly carbonized. 
Its 
thermal value depends upon its com- 
position. In some parts of the country 
tlie "mud peat" has a very low order 
of vegetable composition, and Its value 
is reiatively small for fuel purposes. 
These mud peat bogs, however, fur- 
nish excellent fuel material when they 
are properly cut and dried for com- 
pression. Tho -'mud peat," when dried 
bv air until "bone dry," has a calorific 
power of from 9000 to 14,000 British 
thermal units per pound. 
This repre- 
sents aboutsixty-fivepercent.of thatof 
the bost American coal. The wet peat in 
the mud bogs, or those furnishing the 
best material, weighs from 100 to 125 
pounds per cubic foot. 
This weight, 
when dried in the open air or by hot 
air blasts or in ovens, is reduced to 
fifty or fifty-five pounds. In this con- 
dition the fuel is hard and tough. 
It 
is not easy to cut it with a knife or 
saw, but it can be cracked or split 
with a heavy implement quite easily,— 
Scientific American.

BABYLONIAN 
SCHOOLS. 


Discoveries 
Prove That They 
Were 


Much Like Ours. 


Schiel, the French 
archaeologist, 
haa unearthed, in the ruins of a Ba- 
bylonian town of Sippara, a perfect 
schoolroom with all the materials for 
writing 
and 
instruction. 
Lessons 
wer© taught and learned in this Ba- 
bylonian Bchool room 4.000 years ago, 
much in the same manner as they are 
to-day. 
"N^ere Sippara once stood 
ds now only a mound of earth cover- 
ed with potsherds, but beneath the 
surface Schiel has found bits of walls 
and remnants of houses and 
public 
buildings. 
The most interesting find, 
'however, was that of a school located 
in a house opposite the temple. 
Clay 
tablets, the predecessors of our modern 
slat-es, are 
abundant 
One 
tablet 
bore the inscription: 


"He who distinguishes himself 
in 
the school of writing will shine even 
as the sun," 


The school house contained seven 
rooms, one being filled with clay tab- 
lets arranged in regular order. 
Most 
of the tablets, being unbaked, the in- 
scriptions have become 
undeciphera- 
ble, but many of the tablets are as per- 
fect in condition as childish Babylon- 
ian hands. 
Some of them when laid 
aside 40 centuries 
ago 
by 
tablets 
bore hymns written in the oldest Su- 
merian—that is, the pre-Semitic Tur- 
anian language, of Babylonia. Others 
contained primers, 
dictionaries 
and 
arithmetical problems. 


Some of the tablets had evidently 
served as "copy books/' as was prov- 
ed by the beautiful clearness of the 
letters. 
These were used for class 
exercise. 
On several of the tablets 
could be seen how 
the pupils 
had 
scratched 
out faulty writing, smooth- 
ing the clay over again with a stylus. 
All the dated texts that Schiel found 
bore the name of King Hammurabi, 
about whom the recent 
controversy 
between Prof. Deitzsch and the Kai- 
ser arose, and from this date it is 
known the school was used as late as 
21 centuries ago. 
Despite the dif- 
ficulty 
of cuneiforming 
writing the 
tablets show the pupils were bright.— 
Brooklyn Eagle.

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How to Make Coffee. 


The easiest and quickest way is to 
make it with cold water. 
Allow four 
table-spoonfuls of coffee to one quart 
of water; if you can spare half an egg 
or have an eggshell, add to the coffee 
in the pail or pot, pour the cold water 
over it, shake-vigorously and set on 
hot stones over the bed of coals or 
hang on a stout crajje; allow it to 
come to a boil vigorously three or 
four minutes, and settle with two ta- 
ble-spoonfuls of cold water.

Pick fresh grapes from the stems 
without breaking, and put in a jar for

No odor from onions will pervade 
the house, it is said, if a generous 
piece of stale bread is cooked with 
them. 


Eggs-should be kept in a receptacle 
to themselves since the shells (when 
fresh) are so porous every strong od- 
or is absorbed. 


Use a small clam or thin-edged mus- 
sel shell for scraping pots and ket- 
tles and the cake turner for cleaning 
off the molding board.

Mr. Edison told the story of this 
invention to a visitor recently. 
At 
the time, he said, he was singing into 
a telephone, and in the telephone's 
mouthpiece he had placed for safe 
keeping a fine steel point. 
Suddenly 
this point cut his finger. 
He found, 
to his surprise, that 
it 
had 
been 
moving here and there and 
round- 
about, guided by the v-ibrations of his 
voice. 


He placed a strip of yellow paper 
under the steel point, replaced it in 
tho mouth-piece, and said the aljoha- 
bct. 
The steel, while he spoke, ran 
over the paper, and for each letter of 
the alphabet it made a different mark, 
or scratches. 


This was what Mr, 
Edison 
had 
hoped for. 
He nojv held 
the 
steel 
point 
still 
and 
drew 
the 
paper 
scratches slowly over it. 
There was 
given forth, very plainly, the alpha- 
bet as he had repeated it. 


Thus the principle of the 
phono- 
graph— the registering and the re- 
production of the voice's vibrations— 
was discovered through the 
cutting 
of a 
finger. 
It was Edison's 
finger, 
though, that was 
cut. 
Smith's

phonograph 
would 
have resulted.

G>nsumcd by Fire. 


The large bank barn on the farm of Mr. 
Daniel Diehl, in Mountpkiasant township, 
about 2 miles south-west of Ibis plat^i» was 
consumed by fire about noon on Monday, 
together with wagon shed, corn cribs, and 
other outlMiilding«, and the dwelling house 
was only saved by the most strenuous ef- 
forts of neighbors that had gathered about 
the scene of the fire in very quick time. 
The barn and Other buildings consumed 
contained all of the past seasons* crops, 
including grain, liaj^ corn, cornfodder, 
straw, etc. 
Also all the farm machinery, 
harness, a good grain separator, clover 
huller, circular saw, in fact the only ar- 
ticles saved was his traction engine and 
water tank. 


How the fire originated is not known. 
iSlv. Diehl and his two assistants had fired 
the traction engine for the purpose of go- 
ing out to saw wood. 
They were engaged 
at carrying water from the house to fill 
the water tank, the pump at the barn be- 
ing frozen up, when Mr. DiehPs sister, 
who keeps house for him, opened the door 
and asked **what was wrong that there 
was so much smoke about the engine." 
It was only then that the men discovered 
that the barn on the opposite end from 
where the engine was stiuiding, was ablaze, 
the fire having started on the hay mow, 
it is supposed. 
So rapidly did the flames 
spread that nothing could be saved. The 
horses and cattle were turned loose and 
gotten out with the exception of one calf, 
but one of the horses became bewildered 
and ran back into the flames and was con- 
sumed with the calf. Mr. Diehl estimates 
his loss at about §3,500, with an insurance 
of about $1900 in the Mummasburg Com- 
pany.

A Mut® But Klnqtiont Krnilnilor of th« 
"Wcll-Kiiown rfrnltor. 


Those of us inlvrostod in early Amer- 
ican 
history, Vhethor 
absorbed 
at 
school or acquired by maturor v^ud- 
ing, recall Benedict ArnoUl, his bril- 
liancy and treason, perhaps more vivid- 
ly than almost any prominent figure 
of tho Revolution, says tho Lowiston 
Journal. 


Tho stuilents of those times recall 
that Washington sent him with 1100 
soKliors on tho ill-fated expedition to 
Quoboc in 17To by tho way of tlio Ken- 
neboc River through tho forests of 
Maine. 
Two milos below Gardiner, in 
Colburn's yard, his command halted 
long enough to construct 200 bateaux 
with Avhich he proposed to transport 
troops and supplies through tho North- 
ern waters. 


A wook ago J. Rftfter and Abbot 
Lord, (iardinor business men that flsh 
the river for sport, brought up in their 
great sturgeon not, directly opposite 
where tho bateaux woro built, an an- 
chor, or grapnel, which is undoubtedly 
a genuine Arnold relic. 
Tho stalk is 
some four feet long and carries five 
curved arms welded to its base. 
It 
vras evidently fashioned of wrought 
iron, over an anvil. 


Those 
anchors 
woro 
tln'own 
out 
ahead of tho bateaux, by which means 
thoy were pulled through rapids and 
swift water. For 120 years tho anchor 
remained in the waters of the Kenne- 
bec. to now come to light, a mute but 
oloiiuent reminder of tho man who be- 
trayed his country.
